SEVENTH MAN IS 
SLAIN IN STRIKE 
ON WEST COAST 


Threats of General Walk- 


out at Portland, Oak- 


land and Frisco. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Juiy 10—(AP) 
—Another death and increasing gen- 
eral strike threats in three cities 
drew the Pacific coast maritime dis- 
pute rapidly toward a new crisis 
today as a federal board pleaded for 
an armistice. 


Gunfire added the seventh victim 
to the death list since the strike 
started May 9. Steve S. Watson, 48, 
a special deputy sheriff, fell fatally 
wounded in a Seattle business dis- 
trict battle last night. The six pre- 
vious victisms were strikers or 
sympathizers. 
Watson and several other deputy 
sheriffs, who have been on dock 
duty, were attacked allegedly by 
strikers. 
The officers' car was 
turned over and fighting ensued. A 
shot rang out and Watson fell. Who 
fired the shot could not be learned. 
General Strike Threats. 
Trade unions in Portland and 
Oakland took definite action toward 
general strikes, with a similar threat 
nanging over San Francisco. 
,Ship.owners have been called to 
answer questions' pertaining to an' 
armistice proposal late today, O. K. 
Cushing, member of the federal 
board, said. The board conferred 
last night with the "strike strategy" 
committee of seven appointed by 
the San Francisco central labor 
council.

Lazia recently was convicted of 
failure to make a federal income 
tax return and sentenced to a year 
m jail, but has an appeal pending.

Goebbels, Propaganda 
Chief, Says Reports of 


Revolt Were Lies. 


DENIES PAPERS IN 
GERMANY 
MUZZLED

Praise On Hitler. 


BERLIN, July 10 —(£>>— Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, nazi minister ot 
propaganda, read the "riot act" to 
the press of the world tonight, es- 
pecially the French and English 
press, in an address internationally 
broadcast. 
"I call you all to witness," he said 
in describing the suppression of tne 
second revolution, "that there have 
been cases of lies, slander and mis- 
representation of the true facts such 
as are almost without parallel in 
journalism." 
A large part of the foreign press. 
he charged, "has embarked upon a 
campaign of lies which in is mal- 
iciousness can be compared only 
with the campaign of atrocity tales 
that were set m the scene against 
Germany during the war." 


Denies German Press Muzzled. 
Goebbels lauded the 
honesty of 
the German press, "which stood by 
our side helpfully." 


He denied that the German press 
was muzzled. 
Goebbals' version of events eleven 
days ago is as follows: 
"June 30 passed off without fric- 
tion, without the slightest domestic 
tremor. 


"With his authority and with 
remarkable brevity, Der Fuehrer 
(Hitler) qquick as lightning sup- 
pressed the revolt of a small coterie 
of saboteurs, ambitious men afflict- 
ed with a malady. 
"Peace and prder were disturbed 
rowhere in the entire country. Daily 
life proceeded in- its normal -course.- 
The people of Germany went on a 
holiday as though nothing had hap- 
pened, or else continued their work 
witnout interruption. 


"The people in their entirety, 
however, welcomed with a sigh of 
relief the liberating deed of Der

FRANCE, BRITAIN 
REACH FRIENDLY 
UNDERSTANDING 


Barthou Hints England 


Will Go To Aid In 
Case Of Invasion. 


LONDON, July 10—(AP)—Louis 
Barthou, French foreign minister, 
indicated today on his departure 
that Britain will go to the aid of 
France in case the Franco-Belgian 
area is invaded by a foreign power. 
The views expressed by Barthou 


were not supported by any British 
official comment and represented 
the French view alone. 
Leaving for Paris with two days 
of momentous conversations with 
British officials; ~ne indicated fur- 
ther that Great Britain had sanc- 
tioned in principle the eastern se- 
curity pacts in which France 
is 
participating, although Britain was 
not a signatory. 


No Formal Pact Signed. 
The French statesman declared 
France and Britain "are agreed on 
the European situation." He 
ex- 
pressed the highest satisfaction with 
results of his visit, reiterating that 
no formal pact of any kind had 
been signed but that the two na- 
tions had reached a "friendly un- 
derstanding." indicating that the 
British acceded to most points of the 
French proposals. 
Barthou conferred for three-quar- 
ters of an hour before his depart- 
ure with American Ambassador-at- 
Large Norman H. Davis. 
Afterwards Davis saw Arthur 
Henderson, president of the world 
disarmament conference, and dis- 
cussed the arms situation.

500,000 gallons to be supplied daily, 
left here today in 8 railroad tank 
cars for Creston, la. The latter 
city, 75 miles east of here, faces a 
water famine. 
City, federal and railroad offi- 
cials co-operated in getting the 
first train load started this morn- 
ing and planned to send a second 
train load at 4 p. m. thereafter con- 
tinuing shipments at a steady rate 
under orders of the FERA admin- 
istration. 


CRESTON. la , July 10—C/P)—This 
thirsty Iowa community, threatened 
for the past two weeks with a water 
famine, today was anxiously await- 
ing an 80,000 gallon shipment of wa- 
ter in tank cars from Council 
Bluffs. 
The federal emergency relief ad- 
ministration has ordered shipment 
of approximately 500,000 gallons of 
water-a day to Creston to-meet the 
shortage. The privately-owned wa- 
ter and filtration plant will be un- 
der government supervision as long 
as the emergency exists. 
Eight tank cars to be used in 
the water trams were waiting move- 
ment on a side track at Council 
Bluffs today. 
Creston rests on one of the high- 
est elevations between the Missis- 
sippi and the Missouri rivers and its 
location further complicates the sit- 
uation. 
A.I allottment of 20 gallons per 


day per household now in force may 
be reduced further if the need 
arises The water rates will be raised 
from 35 cents to $1.50 per thousand 
gallons.

1933 assessment of $119,-

The figures were made public 
Tuesday morning by County Asses- 
sor James A. Sheffield as he pre- 
pared to certify an abstract of the 
assessment to the state tax com- 
missioner. The report for Lan- 
caster county is in contrast with 
those which have been made for 
a number of other countries, in 
most of which rising prices and in 
some cases increased holdings have 
resulted in slight increases in as- 
sessment figures. 


No Levy Change Likely. 


Unless the state board of equali- 
zation makes a material upward 
revision of the assessment, the total 
tax bill in Lancaster county will be 
slightly less this year, as there is no 
prospect of a change in the levy, 
which is at the statutory maximum 
of 4 mills. The levy will not be 
officially made until the first week 
in August, following the meeting of 
the state board. 


The county has already pledged 
the levying of 1.93 mills for relief 
purposes in its contract with the 
federal emergency relief adminis- 
tration and the balance of the 4 
mills will all be needed to cover reg- 
ular county expenses and special 
forais of relief, such as mothers 
and blind pensions and soldier re- 
lief, It is anticipated. Old age pen- 
sions will be paid for the first time 
this year, but do not affect the levy, 
as a special 50 cents head tax Is 
provided for that purpose. 
Assessment figures on railroads 
and franchises are not yet made 
up but it is expected that they will 
also be somewhat lower. In 1933 
the county assessment on railroads 
fincluding Pullmans) was $6,819,- 
414 and on franchises $535,186. 
The total assessment for Lancast- 
er county in 1933, including rail- 
roads and pullmans and franchises 
was $127,242,079 but this included a 
6 per cent addition to the valuation 
of lands and lots in villages and in 
Lincoln. This addition was made by 
the state board of equalization when

MAY REDUCE CITY 
TAX COSTS LATER 


Money May Be Used For 


Muny Employes Pay 
After FERA Ends. 


If diversion of approximately $20,- 


000 from the municipal gasoline sur- 
plusses is approved by the voters in 
the August 14 primary election, it 
will be possible to use the money 
to help reduce the tax burden, after 
federal relief funds are no longer 
available for labor, it is believed by 
city officials. 
A vote on the pro- 
posal was ordered by the council 
Monday. 
: 
Changed just before the council 
ballot was taken, the resolution 
was changed to provide that the 
gasoline money be diverted to a 
special fund. The provision reads: 
"The fund to be used for the pur- 
pose of furnishing employment by 
the citv of Lincoln, or to purchase 
materials in meeting federal allot- 
ments for employment relief in the 
city provided further thai; com- 
mencing September i, 1935, and 
thereafter, only such surplus as is 
in excess of $20,000 may be trans- 
ferred for said purpose only, .and 
said sum of $20,000 shall be retained 
in said gasoline fund as a revolving 
fund"For Labor After FERA. 


Under the wording of the resolu- 
tion, it is pointed out, after federal 
relief allotments are discontinued, 
the surplus can be used only for 
labor. To do this and allow the 
municipal departments to benefit, 
the surpluses can be allotted as the 
council desires, as long as the money 
is spent for labor only. According 
to Theo Berg, city clerk, the setting 
up of a special fund will cause 
more bookkeeping, but will not pre- 
vent its use by the departments. 
The diversion proposal has the 
approval of E. H. Schroder, leader 
of the municipal ownership forces, 
he told the council. "I am glad to 
see the resolution passed," he said. 
"It is now the duty of every citizen 
of Lincoln to get behind the pro- 
posal and help push it across at the 
primary election." 
"It also is the duty of every 


member of the city council to work 
for passage of the charter amend- 
ment," Mr. Schroder declared. You 
should leave no stone unturned to 
make the election a success." 
Offer Sunday Movie Petitions. 
Petitions requesting that a pro- 
posal providing for Sunday opening 
of theaters in Lincoln be submitted 
to a vote in the primary election 
were referred to the city clerk for 
checking. They earned 5,653 signa- 
tures. All that were needed was 
2,734, or 15 per cent of the 18,227 
votes cast" in the May, 1933, city 
election. 
The council ordered a wholesale 
beer license issued to R. H. Hudson, 
338 South Eighth street, and M. 
Novicoff was granted a junk dealers 
license at 2017-33 O street. The on-

who are candidates in the primary 
election campaign must take a leave 
of absence while making their races 
became a matter of policy with the 
department heads when a majority 
of the council Monday refused to 
approve a resolution ordering the 
leaves, submitted by Mayor Fenton 
B Fleming. 
Paul W. Doerr, head of the water 
and light department, was the onlv 
commissioner to join the mayor in 
voting for the resolution Two of 
Doerr's employes, Henry M. Wolfe 
and Henry Obbink, are candidates 


for congress and state representa- 
tive, respectively. As soon as they 
accepted filings, they conferred with 
Mr. Docrr and were told that they 
would have to go on leave. 


Cannot Suspend Chapman. 


With Mayor Fleming the situa- 


tion is different. Lloyd Chapman, 
deputy city attorney, candidate for 
county attorney, cannot be com- 
pelled to take a leave of absence 
except upon a majority vote of the 
members of the council which, it 
was indicated by their vote and 
statements after the council meet- 
ing, would not be given. 
Harry Goegleln, night police ser- 


geant, can be ordered by the mayor 
to take a leave without the consent 
of the council. However, the mayor 
is of the opinion that to compel 
Goeglein to leave the service while 
Chapman remains on pay, would be 
unfair to the police officer. He is a 
candidate for sheriff. 
What course will be followed by 


Commissioner A. C. Harm with re- 
gard to John O. Chapman, manager 
of the municipal filling station, 


could not be learned. Chapman is a 
candidate for state representative, 
and cannot be forced to take a 
leave without a majority vote of the 
council. However, Harm may ask 
that John Chapman take a leave 
until the end of the primary cam- 
paign Harm indicated that he is 
not adverse to the mayor's "leave 
proposal, had It included only the 
preliminary race, and not the period 
up to the general election. 


Hits 4 Months Vacation. 


"If any of the city employes mak- 
ing the race are nominated," Harm 
said, "action on a second leave can 
be taken after the primary. I do 
not believe It is necessary to force 
them to be idle during the entire 
four months of the campaign in- 
cluding the general election." 
A. Pat Maloney, who was em- 
ployed in the street department, a 
candidate for representative, left 
the city's employ more than a week 
ago.That there was considerable in- 
terest in the outcome of the vote 
on the mayor's resolution, was seen

Well Under Way In 


Nebraska. 


With the purchase of 1,050 head 


of drouth-stricken cattle slated in 
four north-central Nebraska coun- 
;ies Tuesday, federal emergency 
buying continued apace. Thayer 
county officials wired H. J. Gram- 
lich, state director, late Monday 
asking classification as a primary 
drouth area so as to be eligible to 
sell cattle to the government. 
Purchases and quotas for Tues- 


day are: Bladen, Webster county, 
150; North Loup, Valley county, 
300. Ashton, Sherman county, 400; 
and Ansley, Custer county, 200. 
Monday's buying brought 806 cat- 


tle into federal pens. Purchases 
were: Arcadia, Valley county, 595; 
Litchfield, Sherman county, 150; 
and Cowles, Webster county, 61. 
The total at Arcadia was the larg- 
est for any single place and day 
to date. The cattle, which made up 
14 carloads, were shipped directly 
to processors. 
A total of 1,256 head of cattle 


have been purchased during the 
first three days the plan has been 
on operation, Gramlich said. Now 
with 12 counties in the primary 
drouth status, purchases will con- 
tinue at the rate of about 1,000 
head a day. Gramlich expects sev- 
eral additional counties to come in 
under the plan before the end of 
the week. 
Counties which now have the 
primary classification are Saline, 
Sioux, Dawes, Custer, Valley, Sher- 
man, Clay, Webster, Adams, How- 
ard, Greeley, and Franklin.

A FRIENDLY PEOPLE. 


f«tHOSE were pearls of wisdom which dropped from 
••• the lips of United States Senator W. H. Thomp- 
son of Grand Island in his address before the Ne- 
braska Rural Mail Carriers association Monday, 


"No state in the union has such friendly people 


as Nebraska," senator Thompson said, "and no state 
can recover from drouth and hard times as quickly 


as Nebraska." 
I 


There is a direct connection between the two. It's 


a case of teamwork, of helping each other over the 
rough spots, of sharing misfortunes and burdens, of 
sustaining the morale of those in distress, and of 
encouraging those who see darkly. In this fashion, 
much of the effects of misfortune are softened, 


It has beeti this traditional sentiment and- spirit 


within Nebraska that has given it strength to endure 
Whatever hardship has arisen. 


No man is better qualified to testify to that fact 


than the eighty-year-old legislator, who has played 
such a distinguished role ih this state. Mr. Thomp- 
son is a pioneer, and is among the earliest still sur- 
viving. He has been through both the lean and the 
fat years. He has seen innumerable drouths and 
grasshopper scourges, when it seemed the loss and 
destruction were so great, and the resources so piti- 
fully slender, that only a miracle could bring the 
people through. He has seen that fine spirit of 
brothers in distress manifesting itself, and to the 
surprise of all, people not only came through, but 
they came through in much better shape than could 
be expected, and they emerged from their troubles 
much more rapidly than the most optimistic had 
hoped. 


If ever there was a need for team work in Ne- 


braska, it is now. It iS attainable only if the ob- 
jective be sound, be based upon the actual facts as 
they exist, be founded upon conclusions which fit in 
with fact and experience. 
The main problem in Ne- 


braska today 
IS water—the development of 
the 


river valleys through irrigation made possible by 
water storage in the seasons Of the year when it is 
not needed. That is a unity"~oF interest""over"w'hieH 
there should be no disagreement as Between locali-^ 
ties, as between cities and towns, as between farm" 
people and urban people. After sixty years of cul- 
tivation, Nebraska's spil fertility Is approaching de- 
pletion. After years of drainage improvements, of 
drawing the water from bogs and ponds, of straight- 
ening streams that floods may run off more rapidly, 
of taking every modern step which civilization im- 
poses, subsoil stores of moisture have been depleted 
to an alarming degree. It should be a case of 
shoulder, to shoulder, the friendly Nebraska spirit, in 
recognition of a mutuality of interest in a compre- 


• hensive- program looking toward the rebuilding of 
water levels in Nebraska and the. restoration of soil 
fertility. 


What is the alternative? In the North, in the 


Middle Loup, In the Tri-Coilnty. in the Republican, 
in the Frenchman, and in the Blue creek valleys, 
the drouth prevailing now Is not a new experience. 
in the North LoUp. there have been five years of 
successive drouth, in sections of the Tri-County even 
a lengthier period of water shortage, and in all of 
these valleys, embracing the most fertile soil in the 
state, capable of marvelous production when ade- 
quately watered, there -has been a continuous loss 
through ft shortage of moisture »nd through depleted 
soil. What happens if these valleys go back? Who 
i» the loser? It Isnt only those forced to abandon 
their home*, but it is the entire state of Nebraska. 
It's a loss of population and of wealth of appalling 
magnitude—and it's inevitable in the next twenty- 
five years unless Nebraska, a friendly state, a re- 
sourceful state, a state which has met every issue, 
rallies to the support of a state program. 


These are the thoughts inspired by Senator 


Thompson's brief reference to a friendly 
people, 


who recover from drouth and hard times more quick- 
ly than elsewhere. These Nebraskans are a friend- 
ly people. They are broad In their sympathies, 
Kindly In their impulses, helpful in their daily re- 
lations, aiding each other to the utmost of their 
ability. Here is the opportunity for genuine service 
—for solidified, unified action, for the slowly devel- 
oping consciousness of the things which go to the 
real heart of the future state, which looks to farm- 
ins;, successful farming, for Happiness and wen be- 
ing. It cannot be brought about in a year, but 
slowly Nebraska mast focus its full strength upon 
that which always has left uncertainty, to develop 
a more stable and a more certain farm plan. 


HUCT KEEPS ON GRINNING. 


•BMCOPLE living In other slates must wonder at 
M^the lack of "self respect which will permit men 
elected to the legislature in Louisiana to become mere 
poppets or jumping jacks in the hands of Huey P. 
Long. The spectacle that has been presented in the 
lawmakjns bodies of that state during the present 
Session has been nauseating to people all over the 
country «bo believe in the dignity of the law and in 
orderly procedure in what are supposed to be delib- 
erative bodies. 


Though frcmjenlly denounced in the most seath- 


jnc terms by decent members of tJie legislature the 
thick-skinned clown who ss now a member of the 
United States senate lias grirw^ at the thrusts 
made at him and has kspt his creatures in line. 
Openly and audibly telling therm hew lo vote on 
pending measures. The dimax o! Uic disgracclul 
pTocredintrs was re.acb'fd Monday. 


Practically all ctf the larger iicwspapers in the state 


and nwst of Jlic smaller ones arc opposed So long 
and Ms shameless methods, so ne resolved to grt 
tvcn wttJi tiem aa<5 possibly put some of them out 


of business. He accordingly drew a bill and had It 
Introduced by one of his henchmen. Imposing a tax 
of two cents per line on all advertising appearing in 
any newspaper in the state having a circulation of 
more than 20,000 copies per week. This takes In prac- 
tically every paper that has opposed Long. 


Evidently the Kingflsh believes In "practical" poli- 


tics, In effect he says to the newspaper publishers: 
"You have been making it hot for me: I'll do the 
same to you. I'll tax the profit out of the newspaper 
business and may put some of you out of business," 
And when he shouted to his manikins in the legis- 
lature "vote yes," they obeyed his command. Op- 
ponents, railed and talked about the freedom of 
the press, but Huey merely grinned as the bill went 
through by a large majority. 


It must not be supposed that Louisiana is made 


up of that stripe of people who can be controlled by 
such a fellow as Long. There are large numbers of 
self respecting, intelligent, high minded people in 
the state and they are keenly sensitive on the sub- 
ject of the Kingfish. They are making every effort 
to get rid of him and it is to be hoped they will in 
the course of time be successful. 
' 


IN DEFENSE OF LAW AND ORDER. 


A 


N EXAMPLE of what private citizens can do to 


maintain the constitutional system of govern- 


ment in the United States is furnished by the steps 
taken at Grand Island to form an organization which 
will oppose all activities and propaganda In support 
of force and violence for the accomplishment of po- 
itisal objectives and changes in the economic life 
of the country. 


It is taken for granted that the new body will it- 


self refrain from practicing coercion or intimidation 
against any citizen or group sponsoring policies that 
it does not approve but Which are not subversive of 
the American 
principles of government—In other 


words, that there is no purpose of interfering with 
free speech or individual opinion and the right to 
advocate publicly what one believes should be done 
in a lawful and constitutional way. 


The Grand Island vigilantes, as the new organiza- 


tion has been named, will 
presumably stand as 


strongly against anything savoring of fascism as it 
will against the revolutionary doctrines of commu- 
nism. There is probably little danger of either of 
these schools of thought getting much foothold in 
Nebraska; still, it was from Grand Island that the 
Inspiration came for the recent civic riot at the 
neighboring town of Loup City, which fact 
would 


seem to justify the move being made at the former 
place to uphold the agencies of law and order- 


An ounce of prevention has always been considered 


worth a pound of cure. It is better for the represen- 
tative citizenship of Grand Island to organize itself 
for the protection of community interests against ir- 
responsible and destructive elements, whatever they 
may be. than to wait until a minority group has built 
up a hotbed of trouble and committed overt acts 
against the public welfare. 


The Same procedure could Well be taken in many 


other population centers of the United States. An 
alert citizenship is not only the best guarantee of 
good government, but it can make its influence ef- 
fective in combatting attempts to undermine Ameri- 
can institutions. 


Grand Island is to be congratulated on pointing the 


way for other communities to mobilize the moral

is absolutely contrary to the prin- 
ciples of our constitution? 


ANSWER. 
£ 


Yes. But the fact that a nation 


lives under popular sovereignty is 
no reason why in the exercise of 
that sovereignty it should refuse to 
bestow extraordinary powers on the 
chief executive for a particular 
purpose during a fixed period. As 
you know, difficult situations or 
emergencies call for quick action 
and centralized responsibility. For 
example, the British government is 
very close to the popular mandate, 
yet it has a method for meeting 
emergencies through the issuance 
of so-called "Orders in Council." 
These are formulated by a selected 
group of representative statesmen 
and intended to cope with unfor- 
seenr and grave contingencies. 


The president of our country is 
not necessarily a dictator. He holds 
his power by virtue of his charac- 
ter, his office and his fitness for 
its exercise. Apparently you resent 
congress bestowing on 
President 


Roosevelt his present prerogatives. 
But these were specially granted' 
him as a means for lifting the re- 
public out of the ditch and start- 
ing It on the way to lecovery. They 
will be his so long ao the nation 
pleases and his retention of them 
depends on the duration of the 
crisis and on the wisdom and suc- 
cess of his efforts to overcome it. 
What has happened 
here is 


hardly likely to happen in Great 
Britain, not, as you maintain, be- 
cause Britons would not tolerate a 
dictatorship, but because of crown 
rights and the further fact that 
the prime minister has far more 
unchallenged authority over parlia- 
ment than any leader in congress 
has over our-house—or senate. Yet 
so far -from being averse to the 
assumption of responsible and effi- 
cient leadership, the British wel- 
come it. The officials of then* labor 
party are nothing if not arbitrary 
in many, of their rulings. The keen 
desire of Americans and Britons, 
however, is to keep actual dictator- 
ship of the Mussolini brand at 
arm's length. And they will be wise 
to do so.

TEXTILE STRIKE 


30,000 Mill Workers Will 


Meet Sunday to Vote 


On Walkout Date. 


HUNTSVILLE, Ala.. July 10—(XP) 


—The Times today said approxim- 
ately 30,000 textile workers in Ala- 
bama mills have voted to strike, 
and that a meeting would be held 
in Birmingham Sunday to vote on 
a strike date. 
The paper quoted John Dean, 
personal 
representative 
of 
the 


president of the United Textile 
Workers of America, and Albert 
W. Cox, state representative, as 
saying the strike already has been 
voted, asking shorter hours, pay in- 
creases and changes in working 
conditions. 
Headquarters for directing the 


strike, if called, will be located in 
Huntsville, one of the largest tex- 
tile centers of the state. During 
th- past 10 days, the paper quoted 
Dean as saying, every one of the 
42 locals met and voted for the 
strike. 
Dean described the condition of 
the workers in the textile industry 
as the "worst in the union." Dean 
also was quoted, as saying the na- 
tional union would aid the Ala- 
bama strikers. 
The average wage of textile work- 
ers in Alabama, Dean claimed, was 
$7.50 a week, whereas the NRA 
bulletin claimed the average for 
the south was $13.41 a week. 
This is the first general textile 
strike attempted in the state.

For Attempted Attack 


On White Girl. 


BASTROP, La, July 10—W— A 


young negro farmer lay dead in an 
undertaking 
establishment 
today, 


§ynched by a mob after officers re- 
ported he had confessed an at- 
tempted 
attack on a prominent 


white girl.

Three hundred men hanged An- 
idrew McLeod, 26, from the limb oi 
an oak tree on the court nouse 
square here late last night despite 
his cries and pleas for mercy. 
McLeod was accused of attempt- 
ing to attack the 19-year-old girl 
early Sunday near Jones, La., 30 
miles from here. He was arrested 
Sunday and officers were preparing 
to file formal charges against him 
at the time the mob battered down 
the door of the small brick jail 
house last night and seized him. 
The negro was forced to stand on 
the top ot an automobile while the 
rope was fastened and then he was 
pushed clear. The first rope broke 
and the victim fell to the ground. 
An unidentified 
man ran up and 
slashed his throat. 
Mob Disperses. 


A stronger rope was obtained- and 


McLeod was hanged. Then the mob 
dispersed. 
Chief of Police B. C. Walton was 
reported out of town at the time ot 
the lynching and that there was no 
night marshal at the jail. Two other 
negro prisoners in the jail were said 
to have pointed out McLeod to the 
leaders of the mob after they gained 
entrance. The other prisoners were 
not molested. 
Sheriff Fred Carpenter said he 
and his deputies were unable to nalt 
the mob. 
The girl told officers she was re- 
turning home from a dance late 
Saturday night with her escort who 
had been drinking, when their au- 
tomobile left the road and she start- 
ed walking to a gasoline station up 
the road in search of aid. 
She said a negro grabbed her and 
tried to pull her through a wire 
fence beside the road, but that she 
fought him off and he fled at the 
approach of another car.

Most of Radio Commis- 
sion Likely to Be Trans- 


ferred to Agency.

The nation will start tomorrow the 
task of imposing unified regulation 
on the nation's vast wire and wire- 
less systems. 
The new lederal communications 
commission, with Kugene O. Sykes 
at its head, will meet to organize its 
work and absorb the old radio com- 
mission, of which Sykes has been 
chairman. 


One division of the new commis- 
sion will plunge quickly into the 
routine of determining channels and 
•wave lengths and other tasl-;, con- 
nected with radio. 
As for telepnone and telegraph, 
each of which will be under a di- 
vision of its own, much ground must 
be broken before any rate fixing or 
other definite results are expected. 
Sykes has said the machinery will 
be started as promptly as possible, 
but broad studies must come first. 


Employes To Be Transferred. 


Congress, in fact, charged the 
commission to prepare a report by 
next 
February 
looking to any 


changes that need be made in the 
new legislation. 
Most of the 232 employes of the 
radio commission are expected to 
be transferred to the new outfit. 
Herbert L. Petty, secretary of the 
old board, is believed in line for a 
corresponding post with the new 
body, at a $7,500 salary. Similarly, 
Dr. C. B. Joliefe, cnief engineer, is 
expected to be taken over, receiving 
(9,000. 
The commissioners, who will he- 
ceive $10,000, are: Sykes, of Missis- 
sippi; Thad Brown of Ohio; Paul A. 
Walker of Oklahoma; Norman S. 
Cage of Rhode Island. Dr. Irvin

Yield To Be Expanded 


Unless Other Nations 


Live Up to Pledges. 


WASHINGTON, July 
10—(/P)— 


The present wheat program, calling 
for a reduction of 15 per cent be- 
low average production in the years 
1928-1932 and a processing tax of 
30 cents per bushel, will be con- 
tinued next year, Secretary Wallace 
announced yesterday. 
He added a big "if,1 however, 
warning that if other nations sign- 
ing the international wheat agree- 
ment did not give evidence of living 
up to their pledges, the United 
States might expand production be- 
yond this point and again enter the 
world market. 
Delegates to the international 
wheat conference pian to meet next 
month to discuss continuation of the 
agreement beyond August 1, 1935. 


A statement from the adminis- 
tration said that if it is found then 
"that other countries have not yet 
prepared to continue into next year 
the adjustment of wheat production 
which they agreed to make this 
year, then the present requirements 
of wheat acreage in the United 
States may be modified." 
Under the program, farmers will

A: I—If batsman has sufficient reason 


for stepping out of his box, he may do 
so and umpire should suspend play until 
he has resumed his position. Not until 
then would it be legal for the pitcher to 
pilch By "sufficient reason," I mean that 
batsman may vista, to rub dust on his 
hands, or tighten a shoe lace or remove 
dust from an eye. The umpire, as a mat- 
ter of coarse, would ha\c the right to 
judge the batsman's motives, which woald 
be indicated by his conduct after stepping 
from the batter's bOT. If it Is evident that 
batsman is deliberately delaying the game, 
the umpire would be within his rights by 
motioning the pitcher to deliver the ball, 
calling a strike on the batsman if the 
pitched ball would be a strike were the 
batsman In his proper position. A deci- 
sion to that effect would quickly bring toe 
batsman to his senses and the game could 
proceed, the called strike standing against 
the batsman. 2—The section yon quote 
says The batsman is out "if. while at- 
tempting a third strike, the bzll touch any 
part of the batsman's person," etc. This 
section means 
that batsman shall 
be 


called out if he swings at a third strike 
and the ball touches his person. However, 
batsman should not be called out if, in 
swinging at a third strike, he fouls the 
ball, which then collides with his bo3y. In 
the latter case, it would be merely a foul 
ball and batsman should continue at bat.

Q: Batsman hits safely to left 


field and ball bounces out of the 
field into 'a string of autos parked 
parallel to the foul line, disappear- 
ing from the umpire's vie^r. Left 
fielder goes in between the autos, 
finally comes out with a ball and 
throws it into the infield. Batsman 
had rounded third on his drive, but 
was caught between third and home 
and touched with the ball. The 
umpire called batsman out. No 
ground rule had been agreed on 
fixing the number of bases batsman 
might take on a hit of that descrip- 
tion. Was the umpire's decision cor- 
rect?—R. S., Council Bluffs, la. 


A: In the absence of a special ground 


rule, it is the rule of baseball that when 
a batted or thrown ball goes ont of the 
field 
of 
play, 
disappearing 
from 
the 


umpire's view, all runners on the bases 
shall be permitted to score and no play 
on any runner can be made. A play some- 
what similar to the one stated punctuated 
a recent City league game in lincoln. The 
umpire called the batsman ont and his de- 
cision was protested, which puts it tip to 
the league officials to pass on the protest. 


Q: In a game of softball here, 


runners were on first and second, 
with two out. Batsman hit a lme 
drive which hit the pitcher on a 
shoulder and bounced out of the 
diamond to a players' bench. Catcher 
retrieved the ball and threw to first, 
where it hit the first baseman's 
body and then bounced into right 
field. Right fielder finally gained 
possession and threw the ball to 
shortstop, who received it while 
standing between third base and 
home. Meantime, both runners had 
scored and batsman had advanced 
to third. Umpire back of the plate 
allowed both runs, but the field 
umpire ordered the runner on first 
to return to third and the batsman 
to second, the runners so returning. 
The team at bat then gave notice 
of protest, which was disallowed by 
the president of the league, who 
ruled that the field umpire's ver- 
sion was in accord with the softball 
rules. The team which protested 
eventually tost the game by a mar- 
gin of one run. What is your verdict 
on this play?—L. C.. Sutton, Neb. 


A- The rule* of soflball differ some- 


what from the hardball statutes. One dif- 
ference is that on an overthrow, when 
the ball toes into foal tcrrilorr beyond 
first, third or hone, the runner may take 
only one extra base In advance of the one 
to which be is coin;. In the play yon 
cite, thr ball was In foal territory only 
once and then not on an overthrow. u 
the hit bill bounced from tbe pitcher's 
she-aider. For that reason, the overthrow 
restriction would not apply. Subsequently. 
it would sera that the baU was continu- 
ously in fair territory. My rnllnf it thai 
it wa» a live ball, the overthrow provision 
would not apply and tbe tiro runs wen 
leraflv «eored.

A. The German physicist and 


scientific instrument maker,- Gabriel 
Daniel Fahrenheit, who invented an 
aerometer, substituted mercury for 
alcohol in the tubes of thermo- 
meters, and dsvised the thermo- 
metric scale still used popularly and 
by meteorologists in England, Hol- 
land and the United States. 
Q. Is Samuel Insull an American 


citizen? 
A. He "was born in London, Eng- 
land, and was naturalized in the 
United States. 
Q. What is muckraking? 
A. The term originated rath Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt and was 
applied by him to the activities of 
sensational journalists who exposed 
graft, malfeasance and dishonesty 
among government officials. Having 
whetted the public taste for scandal, 
they resorted to exaggeration, mis- 
representation and even slander.

Rothsteln who was the brains behind the 
fixing of the 1919 world's series between 
the Chicago White Sox and the Cincin- 
nati Reds: that he grew tearful when ac- 
cused of fixing the Upset-Man O' War race 
at Saratoga. These statements seemed to 
Imply that "the brain" deserved a measure 
of sympathy because he was hurt by the 
oft-repeated charge that h; connived In 
the defeat of a ercat horse. 


His reasoning Is difficult to fathom 


Many horse races have been fixed. Unti 
Rothsteln did it. uobody ever dreamed thai 
it was possible to fix a major league bal 
game. There was no dearth of things in 
the career of the frigid-veined Broadway 
racketeer of which he had good cause to be 
ashamed, but the greatest of these was 
that he deliberately set out to defile a 
sport in which millions of American boys 
had Implicit faith. 


He couldn't have touched Man O' War 
anyhow. 
The great golden stallion with 


the heart of champions was lieyond his 
scheming. 
But he ruined Joe Jackson, a, 


childlike yokel, who probably had a greater 
native knack of hitting a baseball than 
any man who evrr lived. 


•^FURTHERMORE. Hothstein belonged to 
f 
racing. 
For years he was a wel 


known figure around the New York tracks 
and the biggest b;ttor on then, when he 
knew he couldn't lose. 
Frpjn what men 
who know tell me, there is no doubt bu 
what Rothsteln made some of the bigges 
wagers in all the history of racing. But 
uol-ody that I ever heard of gave him 
credit ior even gambling courage because 
of that. He always thought he had 'em 
cinched, and usually he did. 


More than once, the late August Bel- 
mont then the bead of racing In New 
York, went to Rothsteln. an-i expostulated 
with him about making such tremendous 
bets.

State officers composing the board 


of educational lands and funds for 
Nebraska voted at their monthly 
meeting Tuesday forenoon to give 
"moral support' 'to a private suit 
for the purpose of ejecting a delin- 
quent tenant on 400 acres of state 
school land east of Fort Calhoun, 
so that the man who bid $1,600 pre- 
mium and $3.60 an acre annual rent 
may" take posession of the tract and 
use it. 
The board decided, however, that 
it has no funds with which to un- 
dertake the suit itself on behalf of 
the state, and Attorney General 
Good, one of its members, said his 
office has no money available for 
such action.

crops off the land, and also remove 
some of the improvements, although 
the state is supposed to have a lien 
upon them until the back rent is 
paid.

AND UNION PART 


Firm Ends Contract Re- 


lations With Amalga- 
mated in Warren, 0. 


WARREN. O., Julyq 
10—(#}— 
Republic Steel 
corporation —the 
third largest in the industry—sev- 
ered today its contract relations with 
the Amalgamated 
Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers in its 
Warrent district plants, ending an 
arrangement which has endured for 
20 years. 
, 
The Warren district plants of Re- 
public normally employ about 5,- 
000 men, but are now not operating 
due to a lack of orders, which the 
management blames on the labor 
situation. 
In announcing it had decided to 
end contract relations, the company 
declared the action was taken be- 
cause of the "danger that the man- 
agement of the amalgamated may 
pass into the hands of the radical 
element known as the 'rank and file 
leaders.'" 


Nearly Caused Strike. 
It was this group which had a 
large voice in plans for a nation- 
wide steel strike late this spring— 
A walkout averted after the govern- 
ment had stepped in and named a 
master steel industrial board. 
The Trumbull and Warren lodges 


of the amalgamated last night vot- 
ed unanimously to place the new 
situation in the hands of the na- 
tional executive board of the union, 
which is affiliated with the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor. 
"We believe in collective bargain- 
ing and havev announced that we 
are willing to discuss mill problems 
with i&ny representatives of the men 
either connected with the represen- 
tative plan or with any person au- 
thorized to present them as per sec- 
tion 7A of the national industrial 
recovery act," said a company 
statement.
